alt is universally conceded that the conference which 
President Hoover called with representatives of the great 
industries and of labor in November, 19 29 , at which indus­ 
try pledged him that it would demand no reductions in 
wa ges because of the depression and in which labor gave 
him its promise that it would do everything within its power 
to maintain industrial peace, was directly responsible for the 
fa ct that the depression through which ¿ the country 
has 
been passing has been singularly free from industrial dis­ 
turbances ot any kind. 
Without exception, previous sim­ 
ilar periods have been marked by drastic 
wage cuts, by 
strikes, lockouts and other forms of industrial 
warfare. 
That these have been avoided during the past IS months is 
due wholly to the initiative and the influence of the Presi­ 
dent. 
But as the period of dull business continues, certain in­ 
fluences are beginning to exert strong pressure in thu di­ 
rection of reducing wages. 
This pressure seems especially 
to be coming from the great banking interests who hold that 
reduction in the price of products which would presumably 
follow reduced wages would stimulate consumption and 
promote business activity. 
But, the President is not in agreement with this school of 
thought. 
At the American Bankers Association Convention 
in Cleveland nearly a year ago he openly rebuked 
s u gge s ­ 
tions for lower wa ges which were voiced before the con­ 
vention. 
He believes that maintenance of high wage levels 
with resulting increased consumption power will provide 
more jobs to relieve present unemployment. 
Hu has stea d­ 
ily endeavored to impress this viewpoint upon men who con­ 
trol important industries and thus far he has been able to 
prevent any important reduction of wa ges anywhere. 
The President’s latest move in support of his view 
lia s 
been the appointment, through Secretary of Labor Doak, of 
a committee ol economists, labor leaders and officials to 
study the effect of machine production on unemployment. 
The result ol this study will have an important hearing on 
the wa ge question and the announcement of its findings will 
be awaited with keen interest.

Honors at Tomb Write the

truth was fantastsic 
enough 
but 
many stories went bey ond this, some 
possibly true but unprovable. others 
vicious fiction. 
Handing Never Accused 
Se’dom did these trials pretend to 
reach directly to President Harding 
and except for the thoroughly dis­ 
credited story that he sold his news­ 
paper for a fanciful price and 
r e ­ 
ceived graft money in this way , he 
was never accused, 
so far as the 
recorded 
of 
having 
profited 
one 
cent by scandalous operations. 
Nor was it ever shown he knew 
of these operations except 
111 indi­ 
vidual instances which he dealt with 
summari'y as when he drove 
0 1 1c 
Ohio man out ef W ashington when 
he learned of his questionable ac­ 
tivities. 
In the oil cases, the United States 
Supreme Court held Harding 
had

MAIN CHANGE IN 
LINCOLN’S TOMB 
MADE ON INSIDE 


Reconstru cted Memorial Is 
Ready For Dedication 
By President 


(Edito r’s Note: This is fho fou rth 
and conclu ding nu mber of a series 
o f fo ur articles dealing with

to mb of Abraham Lincoln at Spring ­ 
field, where it has been reconstru c­ 
ted and will be rededicated tomor­ 
row' by President Herbert Hoov er.

stru cted tomb of Abraham Lincoln

etery here tomorrow, of world nota­ 
bles and g ov ernors of states linked 
with the history of Lincoln and his 
family . 
The tomb has been closed to the 
public for months while workmen 
carried ou t prov isions set ou t by the 
Illino is State Leg islatu re which ap­ 
pro priated $175,000 to beau tify it 
In g eneral ou tward 
appearance 
there is little chang e in the monu ­ 
ment since it w'as dedicated by 
P re s­ 
ident U. S Grant in 1874, ex cept 
that it has been g iv en an air 
of 
newness and a 
terrace 
has 
been 
created at the entrance to the tomb 
where a bronze head of Lincoln by 
Gutzo n Borg lu in, noted scu lptor, has 
been placed on a g ranit pedestsal. 
Interio r Chang ed 
The g reat chang e In the 
monu ­ 
ment is in its interior. 
Here 
architectu ral 
skill, 
u nder 
the directio n of State Architect Her­ 
rick Hammond 
and former presi­ 
dent of the American Institu te of 
Architects, has combined to fabri­ 
cate a wonderou s rotu nda connect­ 
ing g alleries and the 
sarcophag u s 
chamber. 
One o f the main featu res of the 
g alleries is nine Lincoln statu ettes 
o f bro nze, depicting Lincoln at v ar­ 
io us stag es o f his career 
All are 
the handiwo rk o f internationally fa­ 
mo us sculpto rs. 
At each o f the fo ur corners of the 
central u nit o f the monu ment, there 
is o ne of these 
statu ettes, 
abou t 
three feet in heig ht, resting on a 
pedestal 
in 
a niche. 
Diag onally 
acro ss fro m each o f these, will be a 
statuette in a similar niche. 
These 
statu ettes 
represent, 
the 
work of Daniel C, French, Fred Tor- 
rey , Leonard Cru nelle, Lorado Taft, 
Ado lph Weinman and the late Au ­ 
g ustus St. Gau dens. 
St. Gau dens' bronze is of his fa­ 
mo us standing Lincoln at the en­ 
trance of LiiKoln Park in Chicag o. 
One o f French's 
statu ettes 
is

bro nze casting of the orig inal model 
fo r his statu e in the national Lin­ 
co ln Memorial at Washing ton, D. C., 
and the other is a copy of his Lin­ 
co ln at Lincoln, Nebraska. 
From floor to ceiling , the rotu nda, 
g alleries aa€ su rcophag u s are mar­ 
ble lined 
The walls of the rotu nda 
are a combination of browns and 
buffs. 
There are pilasters of Nebo 
Golden Trav is Marble and between 
these are panels of

Golden v ein marble 
ou tlined 
by 
ornamental imposts and pilasters. 
Ornamental Cornice 
Topping these bronze Imposts and 
pilasters Is an ornamental cornice, 
behind which is concealed the lig ht­ 
ing sy stem 
Ray s from the hidden 
bu lbs are difu sed and reflected by 
a silv er-leafed ceiling . 
Harmonizing 
with 
the 
c ol or 
scheme of the rotu nda is the mar- 
bl« u sed in the g alleries. 
The pil­ 
aster and friese are of Rosso-Ali­ 
cante Marble, and the 
panels

attained in the sarcophag u s cham­ 
ber. 
Here the pilasters and

body lies beneath the tomb in a ten 
frot squ are block of concrete and 
steel is a new' sarcophag u s of solid 
marble of warm red hu e.

Directly abov e what was formerly 
the north door, bu t now transform­

the Emancipator:
